and  Gemiany  etudyiiig  foreign  syBtenu  of  tactics  and  drill,  and  became 
^nch  a  reoognized  authority  on  them  matten  that  he  was  frequenUy 
oonanlted  by  Sir  David  Dnnd«,  while  preparing  hi.  famona  manual 
known  ai   the  "Eighteen  Man(BUvre«,"  which  waa  firet  adopted  in 
Cnug**  own  regiment,  the  Ifith  Foot    He  acted  a<  Adjutant>Qeneral 
of  the  Dnke  of  York's  army  during  ita  inglorioua  campaign  in  the 
Netharliinda  in  1794.    In  the  foUowing  year  he  became  a  major-general, 
and  oommanded  the  small  land  force  which'  invaded  tfie  Dutch  Colony 
of  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  won  *''e  battle  of  Muysenburg   nd  drove  the 
enemy  into  their  entrenched  camp,  which  they  surrendered  on  the 
arrival  of  the  Briliah  reinforcements.    In  recognition  of  these  servioee 
he  was  knigh^^d  and  placed  in  command  of  the  Benares  District  in 
India.    While  there,  he  was  designated  for  the  command  of  an  expedi- 
tion against  the  Philippine  Islands,  which  was  not  carried  into  effect 
When  selected  as  commander  of  the  picked  foree  destined  for  speoial 
service  in  the  Mediterranean  in  1805,  he  was  universally  considered  aa 
one  of  the  ablest  generals  in  the  Britash  army,  and  his  conduct  while  in 
Sicily  and  Naples  was  uniformly  characterized  by  oooli>-ws,  firmntss  and 
judgment,  but  he  was  compelled  to  iBtum  to  England  by  ill  health 
abomt  a  year  later,  and  had  not  since  been  actively  employed. 

In  person,  he  was  short,  but  so  remarkably  broad-shouldered  and 
muscular  that  a  friend  apOy  described  him  as  "  a  pocket  Hercules." 
His  face  was  remarkably  white  and  his  regular  olear-cut  features  seemed 
carved  in  ivory,  illuminated,  however,  by  large  lustrous  dark  eyes. 
Habituated  to  command  by  more  than  forty  years  of  military  We,  his 
manner  was  curt,  peremptory  and  rather  pompous.  Highly  esteemed  and 
respected  by  those  who  knew  him  well,  he  lacked  the  faculty  of  winning 
wide  popularity,  and  his  political  views  and  acts  judged  by  the  standard 
of  toHlay  unquestionably  seem  illiberal  and  autocratic.'  His  familiarity 
w4th  the  French  language  and  personal  knowledge  of  Canada  and  its 
people  were  considered  additional  qualifications  for  the  post,  but  un- 
happily he  was  t*en  suffering  from  a  painful  disease  which  rendered 
him  peevish  and  irritable,  and  often  incapacitated  him  from  the  transac- 
tion of  busdness  altogether.  In  the  conduct  of  public  affairs,  he  was  so 
thoroughly  conscientious  and  painstaking  that  he  never  aiBxed  his  signa- 
ture to  any  important  despatch  or  other  document  that  he  had  not  drawn 
up  or  corrected  with  his  own  hand.'

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His  official  instnictionB  relcted  mainly  to  the  defence  of  the  pro 
vinccs  he  ivas  sent  to  govern,  and  indicated  the  preservation  of  Quebec 
and  Halifax  as  the  first  objects  to  be  kept  in  view  in  the  event  of  an  in- 
vasion from  the  United  States,  since  these  wene  the  only  posts  that  were 
considered  tenable  with  the  limited  number  of  troops  placed  under  his 
command. 

Accompanied  by  a  considerable  staff  of  officers  for  the  organization 
of  the  militia  and  fortification  of  military  posts,  he  arrived  at  Quebec 
on  2l8t  of  October,  1807,  but  immediatdy  after  landing  was  disabled 
for  several  weeks  by  a  severe  attack  of  illness  which  prevented  him  from 
even  writing  a  letter. 

Ee;.uming  to  Canada  after  the  lapse  of  nearly  thirty  years,  the  new 
Governor-General  oould  not  fail  to  be  greatly  impressed  by  the  improved 
condition  of  that  province.  When  he  went  away  the  population  num- 
bered not  more  than  75,000  persons  plunged  in  abject  poverty.  There 
were  "o  merchaots  of  any  standing  and  the  exports  consisted  entirely 
of  furs  and  fish.  There  was  no  trade  in  timber.  Shipbuilding  had  been 
wholly  discontinued.  The  quantity  of  grain  grown  in  the  colony  was 
scarcely  sufficient  to  meet  the  wants  of  the  scanty  population.  Mills 
were  fjw  and  inefficient.  Hops  and  barley  were  not  grown  at  all.  The 
only  foundry  in  the  province  was  about  to  be  dosed.  Quebec  contained 
hardly  eii  tfiousand  inhabitants,  and  Montreal  lees  than  two  thousand. 
There  was  not  a  single  white  settler  between  the  Ottawa  and  Detroit 
rivers. 

In  1807;  the  population  had  increased  more  tian  tiiree-fold,  and 
was  Bometiraes  estimated  to  amount  to  300,000.  The  number  of  Eng- 
lish-speaking inhabitants  had  grown  from  lees  than  one  thousand  to 
more  than  twenty  thousand.  The  new  province  of  Upper  Canada  had 
a  white  population  of  between  sixty  and  seventy  thousand.  The  citiee 
of  Quebec  and  Montiieal  with  their  suburbs  each  contained  about  twelve 
thousand  people,  of  whom  three-fourths  were  French-Canadian?.  The 
area  of  cultivated  land  had  increased  from  1,569,818  acres  in  1783  to 
3,760,000  in  1807.  The  number  of  horses  and  homed  cattle  had  more 
than  doubled,  and  that  of  sheep  and  swine  had  tripled.  A  continuous 
chain  of  farm  buildings  fronting  upon  the  St.  Lawrence  from  Kamour- 
aska  upwards  g&ye  it  the  appeprance  of  a  village  street,  interspersed  with 
narrow  fields  of  grain,  and  pasture  land.  The  seigniories  of  Eivi^re  du 
Loup,  Machiche,  Maskinong^,  York,  and  Berthier  were  particularly 
noted  for  their  fertility  and  the  heavy  crops  of  wheat  they  produced. 
The  island  of  Orleans  also  was  well  cultivated,  and  annually  exported 
much  grain.  Fruit,  however,  was  not  grown  to  any  extent  anywhere 
except  upon  the  island  of  Montreal,  which  was  called  the  garden  of

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wealthy  and  some  of  them  had  become  the  posseMore  of  oonjiderable 
estates.  Some  of  the  eeigniories  had  already  passed  into  the  hands  of 
sb-angore.  Boss  Cuthbert,  a  son-in-law  of  Dr.  Benjamin  Hush,  of 
rhiladelphia,  had  become  seignior  of  Berthier.  Colonel  Gugy,  an 
emigre,  formerly  an  officer  in  the  Royal  Swiss  Guard  of  France,  had 
inherited  the  seigniory  of  Machiche.  Colonel  Bruycres  of  the  Royal  En- 
gineers Iiad  purchased  the  seigniory  of  Be^ancour.  Moecs  Hart,  a  Jewish 
merchant  in  Three  Rivers,  owned  the  seigniory  of  Grondines,  a  rather 
barren  possession.  Several  noble  families  had  lately  retired  to  the  beauti- 
ful little  village  of  Boucherville,  near  Chambly,  where  they  could  live 
modestly  upon  their  diminished  incomee  in  a  circle  of  friends  of  their 
own  choice. 

The  farms,  occupied  by  the  hatitana  along  the  St.  Lawrence  usually 
were  not  more  than  twenty  or  thirty  diains  in  width  by  ninety  or  ona 
hundred  in  deplh.  Their  houses  with  few  exceptions  were  built  of 
squared  logs  dovetailed  togeMier  at  the  ends,  with  the  intersticea  tightly 
packed  with  clay,  and  were  scrupulously  whitewashed  with  lime,  both 
inside  and  out.  As  a  rule,  they  were  but  one  story  in  height  with  a  gar- 
ret or  sleeping  loft,  divided  into  four  rooms,  one  of  which  was  the 
kitchen,  the  remainder  being  bedroonw.  The  chimney  was  built  in  ttm 
centre  of  the  house,  with  a  large  fireplace  opening  into  the  kitchen,  in 
which  a  large  kettle  of  soup  constantly  hung  over  the  fire.  The  'umi- 
ture  consisted!  of  a  few  wooden  chairs,  a  table  and  two  or  three  beds. 
The  best  room  sometimes  contained  a  tall  clock,  and  a  crucifix  and  a  few 
prints  or  wax  figures  of  the  Virgin  and  the  Saints  looked  down  from  the 
walls. 

Fat  pork  waa  the  principal  article  of  food  in  the  winter.  Their 
bread  was  made  of  a  mixture  of  rye  and  wheat  flour,  and  was  generally 
sour,  coarse  and  heavy.  Pea  soup  with  a  large  piece  of  pork  boiled  in  it 
often  fu.nished  breakfast,  dinner  and  suppei'  for  a  family  day  after  day, 
vtaried  occaaionally  with  fried  sausage  and  bread.  Tea  was  little  used, 
the  younger  people  of  both  sexes  usually  drinking  milk  or  water  at  their 
meals.  Rum  was  very  cheap,  and  drunkenness  was  so  common  that  it 
was  remarked  that  the  old  men  rarely  returned  home  aober  from  market.' 
The  ordinary  costume  of  the  adult  male  habitan  consisted  of  a 
long-(skirted  grey  frock  coat  with  a  hood,  girt  about  the  waist  with  a. 
worsted  sash  of  some  bright  colour,  omamentied  with  bcadwork,  a  waist- 
coat and  trousers  of  the  same  .natcrial  and  moccasins  or  swamp-boots. 
On  his  head  he  wore  a  knit  woollen  cap  or  bonnet  rouge.  His  hair  was 
tied  in  a  long  thick  queue,  and  he  was  seldom  seen  without  a  short  black

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the  inhabitantfl  were  much  more  proepuroufi  titan  when  Canada  wm  a 
French  dependency.  Still  it  waa  evident  that  there  wbb  an  undercurrent 
of  diaoontent  and  hoBtiiity  to  Great  Britain,  which  might  easily  be  fanned 
into  a  flame.  The  gentry  antl  land-owners  generally  and  ntany  of  the 
clergy  were  believed  to  be  well-dispoecd,  but  many  of  the  townsfolk  and 
habitants  alike  were  strongly  suspected  by  British  rasidenta  of  rooted 
diaafFection,  and  of  entertaining  a  desire  to  bo  reunited  to  France.  Writ- 
ing to  Colonel  William  Clauw  on  the  23rd  of  September,  1H(>.5,  b<>fore 
the  battle  of  Trafalgar,  had  put  an  end  to  Napoleon's  hopes  of  gaming 
the  mastery  of  the  aeas,  Colonel  fsaac  Brock  said,  "  These  ungrateful 
wretches  (the  French  Canadians)  expect  fully  to  be  Frt^ncb  subjoota 
before  the  end  of  the  war."  After  a  residence  as  Govemop-Gcneral  for 
more  than  two  years,  Craig  described  them  in  an  oflScial  letter  to  l^ord 
Liverpool  (2l8t  May,  1810)  aa  being  "French,"  adding — "I  use  the 
term  designedly,  My  I^ord,  becauae  I  mean  to  aay  tbey  are  in  language, 
in  religion,  in  manner  and  in  a*tachnicn-t  completely  French,  bound  to 
us  by  no  one  tie  but  that  of  a  common  government,  and  on  the  contrary 
viewing  us  with  aentiments  of  mJBtrustJ  and  jealousy,  with  envy,  I  be- 
lieve 1  would  nob  go  too  far,  were  I  to  aay,  wi^th  hatred.  So  complete 
do  I  consider  this  alienation  that  on  the  most  careful  review  of  all  that 
I  know  in  the  province,  there  are  very  few  I  could  venture  to  point  out  as 
not  being  tainted  with  it.  The  line  of  distinction  between  us  is  completely 
drawn.  Friendship,  cordiality,  are  not  to  be  found,  even  common  inter- 
course scarcely  exists.  The  lower  cla^s  of  the  people  to  strengthen  a 
term  of  contempt  add  "  Angloia,"  and  the  better  sort  with  whom  there 
formerly  did  exist  some  interchange  of  the  common  civi-'ties  of  society, 
have  of  lait<'  ontirdy  withdrawn  themselves.  The  alleged  reaaon  is  that 
their  circimistances  have  gradually  declined  in  proportion  as  oure  have 
increased  in  aflluence.  This  may  have  had  some  effect,  but  the  obiserva- 
tion  has  been  made  that  this  alratraction  has  taken  place  exactly  as  the 
power  of  the  French  in  Euroije  has  become  more  firmly  established." 

Craig  cannot  be  regarded  as  an  unprejudiced  witness,  and  his  letter 
was  written  in  the  heat  of  his  struggle  with  the  French-Canadian 
majority  in  the  Ije^lative  Assembly,  but  strong  evidence  can  rtow  be 
adduced  to  sustain  his  statenient. 

Ceneral  Turreau,  the  French  minister  to  the  United  States,  relates 
that  soon  after  his  arrival  at  Washington  ir  1806,  a  French-Canadian 
farmer  who  lived  near  the  frontier  called  upon  him  to  make  knoi^'n  the 
hopes  and  wishes  of  his  countrymen,  which  he  desired  him  to  communi- 
caite  to  the  French  Government  Turraau  told  this  man  that  it  would 
bo  necessary  for  him  to  fumish  him  with  further  details  as  to  tho  char- 
acter of  the  men  who  were  prepared  to  lead  a  revolt  and  the  means  they

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act  of  the  BritdBh  Parliament  in  tie  Slst  j'^ar  of  the  reign  of  Oeorge 
in,  and  while  not  directly  challenging  tiic  supremacy  of  Parliamant  or 
the  validity  of  that  Act,  yet  they  asserted  that  they  were  to  be  regarded 
as  the  sole  judges  of  their  o-,n  proceedings,  and  refused  to  be  controlled 
or  bound  by  the  acta  of  another  legiskture.    Tliey  did  not  even  ask  Mr 
Hart  to  avow  or  deny  his  religious  belief,  and  it  appeared  that  he  liad 
taken  the  oath  in  exac%  the  same  mtoner  as  every  other  member  of 
the  House.     Craig  and  the  Evecutive  Council,  to  whom  he  submitted 
the  case,  on  the  othenhand,  »i>re  unanimous  in  the  opinion  that  he  was 
eligible,  providing  he  took  the  oaths  prescribed  by  the  Act  of  Parliament 
A  month  was  consumed  in  desultory  and  profitless  discussion,  while  the 
number  of  members  present  seldom  exceeded  twenty-five  or  thirty     The 
Governor-General  had  apparently  considered  the  expediency  of  dissolv- 
ing the  House  as  soon  a«  he  foundl  a  reasonable  pretext,  even  before  it 
had  met,  and  he  then  determined  to  act.     On  Hay  151h,  after  giving 
his  assent  to  half  a  dozen  unimportajit  bills,  he  prorogued  and  dia8olve<l 
the  Assembly,  scolding  them  soundly  in  a  Icngthv  speech  for  wast- 
ing their  time  in  frivolous  and  factious  debates  while  ho  sa  warmlv 
commended  the  Legislative  Council  for  their  2eal,  unanimity,  and  public 
spirit.    Thi.<  indiscreet  and  arbitrarj-  act  seems  to  have  commanded  the 
approval  of  Uie  greater  part  of  the  British  and  a  po.-  m  of  tlie  French 
inhabitants.     Soon  after  the  dissolution  of  the  Assemblv    he  visited 
Three  Eivers,  Montreal,  St.  .Johns,  and  Sorel,  wliere  lie  was' warmly  wel- 
comed.   At  all  of  these  places  he  was  presented  with  addresses  s  gned 
by  many  of  tlie  principal  r<si,lente,  strongly  approving  of  his  conduct.

Lord  Liverpool,  however,  frankly  told  Kyland  that  even  if  the 
roinisteni  were  inclined  to  approve  of  such  a  draatic  proposal,  they  would 
not  dare  to  bring  it  before  Parliament,  and  suggested  a  reunion  of  the 
proving  or  a  redistribution  of  constituencies  to  increase  the  number 
of  English-speaking  membei-s  in  the  Assembly.  Referring  to  an  intima- 
tion convej-ed  in  one  of  Craig's  despatches  that  the  policy  of  the  leaders 
of  the  opposition  was  inspired  by  the  hope  and  desire  ot  forcing  them- 
'Jves  into  office,  he  inquired  whether  some  of  thorn  e^uld  not  be  "brought 
over."  To  this  Hyla.).!  replied  that  tliis  policy  had  already  been  adopted 
m  several  instances,  but  that  there  were  very  few  posts  of  emolument 
at  the  disposal  of  the  Govemor-Geneml. 

The  Attorney-General  for  Great  Britain  gave  an  opinion  that  Par- 
liament possessed  the  authority  to  reunite  the  provinces,  but  not  to 
alter  the  number  of  represenUttves  of  the  boundaries  of  the  electoral 
districts  which  could  only  be  changed  by  the  Legislature.  He  also  held 
that  the  statements  in  Le  Canadien,  upon  which  the  action  of  the  Execu- 
tive Council  in  the  suppression  of  that  newspaper  was  based,  were  not 
actually  sufficient  to  justify  a  charge  of  treasonable  condnot,  but  as  they 
were  undoubtedly  designed  to  cause  miacliief,  the  publishers  might  be 
prosecuted  for  seditious  libel. 

During  the  summer,  both  Blanchet  and  Taschereau,  humbly  ex- 
pressed regret  for  their  conduct  and  were  promptly  released,  but 
Bedsrd  resolutely  denied  that  he  had  committed  any  offence  and  de- 
manded that  he  should  either  be  released  unconditionally  or  brought 
to  trial.  A  writ  of  habeas  corpus  was  refused,  and  he  remained  in  prison. 
An  attempt  by  his  political  associates  to  buy  another  printing  prees 
which  was  offered  for  sale  in  Montreal  was  thwarted  by  the  vigilance

tion.  /To  extricate  himjelf,  ho  aolicited  a  private  interview  with  the 
Goremor-General,  which  wu  readily  granted,  although  Craig  .uapeoted 
Um  of  a  dwign  of  intimidaUng  or  entrapping  him  into  some  nuh  de- 
claration on  thia  lubject. 

"  He  certainly  taid  everything  that  could  be  uid  in  its  support  and 
in  ever)-  way  in  which  it  could  be  »aid,"  Craig  reported.  "The  Arm 
ground  on  which  I  atood  gave  me,  however,  every  advanhige  over  him 
and  I  did  not  hesitate  to  tell  him  that  no  conaideration  «hould  induce 
me  to  consent  to  the  relca«ing  Mr.  Bedard  at  the  interference  of  the 
Houee  or  even  during  the  period  of  it.  aitting,  that  I  knew  the  general 
language  of  it«  members  had  encouraged  the  idea  which  generally  pre- 
vailed in  the  province  that  the  House  of  Af«embly  would  release  Mr. 
Bedard,  an  idea  so  firmly  established  tkvt  not  a  doubt  was  entertained 
upon  it,  that  the  tjimo  was  therefore  come  when  I  felt  that  tlie  security 
as  well  aa  the  dignity  of  the  King's  Government  imperiously  required 
that  the  people  should  be  made  to  understand  the  true  limits  of  the 
rights  of  tlic  respective  part*  of  the  Oovemmant,  and  that  it  was  not 
that  of  the  House  of  Assembly  to  rule  the  country. 

"  This  gentleman  took  the  next  day  the  singular  method  for  extri- 
cating himself  from  a  dilemma  into  which  he  felt  he  had  got  by  declar- 
ing in  «ie  F^uso  that  he  had  had  the  honour  of  an  interview  with  m', 
and  that  I  had  convinced  him  that  the  House  ought  not  to  interfens 
and  such  was  his  influence  that  he  at^tually  prevented  the  resolutiom' 
from  being  presented  though  he  had  himself  drawn  them  up  and  was  of 
the  committee  appointed  for  the  purpose  of  laying  them  before  me,  and 
though  the  subject  was  several  times  brought  forward  and  a  motion  made 
to  compel  them  to  report,  which  though  not  negatived,  was  adjourned 
and  suffered  to  die  away."  * 

The  minute*  of  tha  Assembly  show  that  on  January  5th,  1811,  a 
reaolution  was  adopted  requiring  the  committee  to  acquaint  the  House 
with  their  proceedings  on  the  following  Monday.  When  the  matter 
came  up,  Messrs.  Bourdagee,  Debartach,  Bruncau,  and  Lee,  membere  of 
the  committee  stated  tliat  the  address  had  not  been  officially  presented 
while  Messrs.  Viger,  Bellet  and  L.  J.  Papiueau,  declared  that  they  had 
never  been  required  to  wait  upon  the  Governor-General  for  the  purpose 
of  presenting  it. 

Mr.  Borgia  then  moved,  seconded  by  Mr.  Huot,  that  "  an  enquiry
